SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.

This Act may be cited as the “School Readiness Act
of 2005,

SEC. 2. PURPOSE.

Section 636 of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9831)
1s amended to read as follows:

“SEC. 636. STATEMENT OF PURPOSE.

“It i1s the purpose of this subchapter to promote
school readiness by enhancing the development of low-in-
come children, including development of cognitive abilities,
through educational instruction in prereading skills,
premathematics skills, language, and social and emotional
development linked to school readiness and through the
provision to low-income children and their families of
health, educational, nutritional, social and other services
that are determined, based on family needs assessments,

to be necessary.”.
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Section 637 of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9832)

1s amended—

(1) in paragraph (17) by striking “, but for fis-
cal years” and all that follows down to the period;

(2) by redesignating paragraphs (15), (16), and
(17) as paragraphs (19), (20), and (21), respec-
tively;

(3) by redesignating paragraphs (10) through
(14) as paragraphs (13) through (17), respectively;

(4) by redesignating paragraphs (3) through
(9) as paragraphs (5) through (11), respectively;

(5) by redesignating paragraph (2) as para-
oraph (3);

(6) by inserting after paragraph (1) the fol-
lowing:

“(2) The term ‘deficiency’ means—

“(A) failure of a Head Start agency in an
area of performance that the Secretary deter-
mines involves—

“(1) a threat to the health, safety, or
civil rights of children or staff;

“(i1) a denial to parents of the exer-
cise of their full roles and responsibilities

related to program governance;
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“(ii1) a systemic failure to perform the
requirements of section 641A(a), as deter-
mined by the Secretary;

“(iv) the misuse of funds received
under this subchapter;

“(v) loss of legal status (as deter-
mined by the Secretary) or financial viabil-
ity, loss of permits, debarment from receiv-
ing Kederal grants or contracts, or the im-
proper use of Federal funds; or

“(vi) failure to meet any other Fed-
eral or State requirement;

“(B) failure of the board of directors of a
Head Start agency to fully exercise its legal and
fiduciary responsibilities;

“(C) failure of a Head Start agency to
meet the administrative requirements of section
644(b); or

“(D) failure of a Head Start agency to
meet  the  integration  requirements  of
642B(a).”;

(7) by inserting after paragraph (3), as so re-

designated, the following:

“(4) The term ‘eligible entities’ means an insti-

tution of higher education or other agency with ex-
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pertise in delivering training in early childhood de-
velopment, family support, and other assistance de-
signed to improve the quality of early childhood edu-
cation programs.’’;

(8) by inserting after paragraph (11), as so re-
designated, the following:

“(12) The term ‘homeless children’ has the
meaning given such term in subtitle B of title VII
of the McKinney-Vento Homeless Assistance Act (42
U.S.C. 11431-11435).7;

(9) by inserting after paragraph (17), as so re-
designated, the following:

“(18)  PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT.—The
term ‘professional development’ includes activities
that—

“(A) provide teachers with the content
knowledge and teaching strategies needed to
provide effective instruction 1in prereading,
premathematics, cognitive skills, and social and
emotional development linked to school readi-
ness;

“(B) assist teachers in meeting the profes-
sional requirements in section 648A(a)(1);

“(C) improve classroom management skills;
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“(D) are high quality, sustained, intensive,
and classroom-focused i order to have a posi-
tive and lasting impact on classroom instruction
and the teacher’s performance in the classroom;

“(E) are not 1-day or short-term work-
shops or conferences;

“(F) assist teachers and staff in increasing
their knowledge and skills in program adminis-
tration, program quality, and the provision of
services and instruction in a manner that im-
proves service delivery to eligible children and
families;

“(G) support the recruiting, hiring, and
training of teachers that meet the requirements
of section 648A(a)(2);

“(H) are part of a sustained effort to im-
prove overall program quality and outcomes for
eligible children and families;

“(I) advance teacher understanding of ef-
fective instructional strategies that are—

“(1) based on scientifically based re-
search; and

“(i1) strategies for improving school
readiness or substantially increasing the

knowledge and teaching skills of teachers;
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“(J) are, where applicable, aligned with
and directly related to—

“(1) State academic content stand-
ards, student academic achievement stand-
ards, and assessments; and

“(i1) the curricula and programs tied
to the standards described in  section
641A(a)(1);

“(K) are developed with extensive partici-
pation of administrators and teachers from
Head Start programs;

“(Li) are appropriate for the children being
served;

“(M) are designed to give teachers of non-
English language background children, and
other teachers and instructional staff, the
knowledge and skills to provide instruction and
appropriate language and support services to
those children;

“(N) as a whole, are regularly evaluated
for their impact on increased staff effectiveness
and 1mproved ability of teachers to support
learning and increase participating children’s

school readiness, with the findings of the eval-
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uations used to improve the quality of profes-

sional development;”.

“(O) provide instruction in methods of
teaching children with special needs; and
“(P) include instruction in ways that Head

Start personnel may work more effectively with

parents.”, and

(10) by adding at the end the following:

“(22) The term ‘unresolved area of noncompli-
ance’ means a failure to correct a noncompliance
item within 90 days, or within such additional time
(if any) authorized by the Secretary, after receiving
from the Secretary notice of such noncompliance
item.””.

SEC. 4. FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE FOR HEAD START PRO-
GRAMS.

Section 638 of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9833)
is amended by inserting “for a period of 5 years” after
“provide financial assistance to such agency”.

SEC. 5. AUTHORIZATION.

Section 639 of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9834)

1s amended to read as follows:
“SEC. 639. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.
“(a) IN GENERAL.—There are authorized to be ap-

propriated for carrying out the provisions of this sub-
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chapter $6,899,000,000 for the fiscal year 2006 and such
sums as may be necessary for the fiscal years 2007
through 2011.

“(b) SPECIFIC PROGRAMS.—From the amount ap-
propriated under subsection (a), the Secretary shall make
available not more than $20,000,000 for fiscal year 2006,
and such sums as may be necessary for fiscal years 2007
through 2011 to carry out such other research, dem-
onstration, and evaluation activities, ncluding longitu-
dinal studies, under section 649, of which not more than
$7,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 2006 through 2011
to carry out impact studies under section 649(g).”.

SEC. 6. ALLOTMENT OF FUNDS; LIMITATIONS ON ASSIST-
ANCE.

(a) ALLOTMENTS.—Section 640(a) of the Head Start

Act (42 U.S.C. 9835(a)) 1s amended
(1) in paragraph (2)—

“(A) Indian Head Start programs, services

for children with disabilities, and migrant and
seasonal Head Start programs, except that—

“(1) there shall be made available for

each fiscal year for use by Indian IHead

Start programs and by migrant and sea-

sonal Head Start programs, on a nation-

wide basis, not less than the amount that
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was oblicated for use by Indian Head
Start programs and by migrant and sea-
sonal Head Start programs for fiscal year
2005; and

“(i1) migrant and seasonal Head Start
programs shall receive at least 5 percent of
the amount reserved under section
640(a)(2) for such fiscal year until such
time as the Secretary can make funding
decisions to ensure access to funding for
eligible children of migrant and seasonal
farmworkers 1s comparable to other eligible
children based on the data collected and
reported pursuant to section 648(j);”; and

(B) by amending subparagraph (B) to read

as follows:

“(B) payments, subject to paragraph (7) to
Guam, American Samoa, the Commonwealth of the
Northern Mariana Islands, and the Virgin Islands of

the United States;”;

(C) by amending (C) to read as follows:

“(C) training and technical assistance activities
to foster program quality and management improve-

ment as described in section 648, in an amount for
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each fiscal year which is equal to 2 percent of the

amount appropriated for such fiscal year, of which—

“(1) not less than 50 percent shall be made
available to local Head Start agencies to make
program improvements identified by such agen-
cies and comply with the standards described in
section 641A(a)(1), of which not less than 50
percent shall be used to comply with the stand-
ards described in section 641A(a)(1)(B) and for
the uses described in clauses (iii), (iv), and (vii)
of subsection (a)(3)(B);

“(1) not less than 20 percent shall be
made available to support a State system of
early childhood education training and techmical
assistance, including the State Early Learning
Council described in section 642B(b);

“(i11) not less than 30 percent shall be
made available to the Secretary to assist local
programs in meeting the standards described in
section 641A(a)(1) and shall be allocated to ad-
dress program weaknesses identified by moni-
toring activities conducted by the Secretary
under section 641A(¢); and

“(iv) not less than $3,000,000 of the

amount in clause (1) appropriated for such fis-
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cal year shall be made available to carry out ac-
tivities described in section 648(d)(4);”; and
(D) by striking the last sentence.
(2) in paragraph (3)—
(A) in subparagraph (A)—

(1) in clause (1)(I) by striking “1999”
and all that follows down to the semicolon
and inserting 2006 through 2011”; and

(ii) by adding at the end the fol-
lowing:

“(i11) After the reservation of amounts under para-

oraph (2) and the 60 percent amount referred to in sub-
paragraph (A) of this paragraph, a portion of the remain-

ing funds shall be made available—

“(I) to expand services to underserved popu-
lations, such as children receiving services under
Early Head Start programs and under migrant and
seasonal IHead Start programs; and

“(IT) to increase funding to grantees with full
enrollment and whose aggregate amount of financial
assistance provides funding per child that is below
the national average.”;

(B) by amending subparagraph (B) to read

as follows:
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“(B) Funds reserved under this paragraph (in this

2 paragraph referred to as ‘quality improvement funds’)

3 shall be used to accomplish the following goals:
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“(1) Ensuring that Head Start programs meet
or exceed standards pursuant to section 641A(a)(1).

“(i1) Ensuring that such programs have ade-
quate numbers of qualified staff, and that such staff
is furnished adequate training, including developing
skills to promote the development of language skills,
premathematic skills, and prereading in young chil-
dren and in working with children with non-English
language background, children referred by child wel-
fare services, and children with disabilities, when ap-
propriate.

“(ii1) Developing and financing the salary scales
described under section 644(a)(3) and section 653,
in order to ensure that salary levels and benefits are
adequate to attract and retain qualified staff for
such programs.

“(iv) Using salary increases—

“(I) to assist with the implementation of
quality programs and improve staff qualifica-
tions;

“(ITI) to ensure that staff can promote the

language skills and literacy growth of children
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and can provide children with a variety of skills

that have been identified, through scientifically

based early reading research, as predictive of
later reading achievement; and

“(ITI) to encourage the staff to continually
improve their skills and expertise by informing
the staff of the availability of Federal and State
incentive and loan forgiveness programs for
professional development.

“(v) Improving community-wide strategic plan-
ning and needs assessments for such programs and
collaboration efforts for such programs, ncluding
collaborations to increase program participation by
underserved populations of eligible children.

“(vi) Ensuring that the physical environments
of Head Start programs are conducive to providing
effective program services to children and families,
and are accessible to children with disabilities and
their parents.

“(vii) Ensuring that such programs have quali-
fied staff that can promote language skills and lit-
eracy growth of children and that can provide chil-
dren with a variety of skills that have been identi-
fied, through scientifically based reading research, as

predictive of later reading achievement.
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“(vii1) Providing assistance to complete postsec-
ondary course work including scholarships or other
financial incentives, such as differential and merit
pay, to enable Iead Start teachers to improve com-
petencies and the resulting child outcomes.

“(ix) Making such other improvements in the
quality of such programs as the Secretary may des-
ignate.

“(x) Promoting the regular attendance and sta-
bility of all Head Start children with particular at-
tention to highly mobile children, including children
from migrant and seasonal farm worker families (if
appropriate), homeless children, and children in fos-
ter care.”’; and

(C) by amending subparagraph (C) to read
as follows:

“(C) Quality improvement funds shall be used to

carry out the activities in any or all of the following

clauses:

“(1)(I) Not less than one-half of the amount re-
served under this paragraph, to improve the com-
pensation (including benefits) of classroom teachers
and other staff of Head Start agencies providing in-
structional services and thereby enhancing recruit-

ment and retention of qualified staff, including re-
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cruitment and retention pursuant to achieving the
requirements set forth in section 648A(a). The ex-
penditure of funds under this clause shall be subject
to section 653. Salary increases, in excess of cost-of-
living allowance, provided with such funds shall be
subject to the specific standards governing salaries
and salary increases established pursuant to section
644(a).

“(IT) If a Head Start agency certifies to the
Secretary for such fiscal year that part of the funds
set aside under subclause (I) to improve wages can-
not be expended by such agency to improve wages
because of the operation of section 653, then such
agency may expend such part for any of the uses
specified in this subparagraph (other than wages).

“(IITI) From the remainder of the amount re-
served under this paragraph (after the Secretary
carries out subclause (I)), the Secretary may carry
out the activities described in clauses (i1) through
(vii).

“(i1) To train classroom teachers and other
staff to meet the education standards described in
section 641A(a)(1)(B), through activities—

“(I) to promote children’s language and

prereading growth, through techniques identi-
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fied through scientifically based reading re-
search;

“(II) to promote the acquisition of the
English language for non-English background
children and families, while ensuring that chil-
dren are making meaningful progress in attain-
ing the knowledge, skills, abilities, and develop-
ment desceribed in section 641A(a)(1)(B);

“(IIT) to foster children’s school readiness
through  activities  deseribed  1n section
648A(a)(1); and

“(IV) to provide education and training
necessary to improve the qualifications of Head
Start staff, particularly assistance to enable
more instructors to be fully competent and to
meet the degree requirements under section
648A(a)(2)(A), and to support staff training,
child counseling, and other services necessary to
address the challenges of children participating
in Head Start programs, including children
from immigrant, refugee, and asylee families,
children from families in crisis, children who ex-
perience chronic violence in their communities,
and children who experience substance abuse in

their families.
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“(ii1) To employ additional Head Start staff, in-
cluding staff necessary to reduce the child-staff
ratio, lead instructors who meet the qualifications of
section 648A(a) and staff necessary to coordinate a
Head Start program with other services available to
children participating in such program and to their
families.

“(iv) To pay costs incurred by Head Start
agencies to purchase insurance (other than employee
benefits) and thereby maintain or expand Head
Start services.

“(v) To supplement amounts provided under
paragraph (2)(C) to provide training necessary to
improve the qualifications of the staff of the Head
Start agencies, and to support staff training, child
counseling, and other services necessary to address
the problems of children participating in Head Start
programs, including children from dysfunctional
families, children who experience chronic violence in
their communities, and children who experience sub-
stance abuse in their families.

“(vi) To conduct outreach to homeless families
in an effort to increase the program participation of

homeless children.
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“(vi1) To conduct outreach to migrant and sea-
sonal farm-working families and families with chil-
dren with a limited English proficiency.”’;

“(viii) Such other activities as the Secretary
may designate.

(3) in paragraph (4) by striking “1998” in sub-
paragraph (A) and inserting “2005”;

(4) in paragraph (5) by amending subpara-
oraphs (A), (B), and (C) to read as follows:

“(A) From amounts reserved and allotted pursuant
to paragraph (4) and the amounts reserved in Section
640(a)(2)(C)(i1), the Secretary shall award the grants de-
scribed 1n Section 642B(b).

“(B) From the reserved sums in paragraph (4) the
Secretary shall award a collaboration grant to any State
that submits a written request outlining why it is unable
to comply with Section 642B(b). Such grant shall be equal
to the amount the State received under this paragraph for
such activity for fiscal year 2005. Such grant shall be used
by the State to facilitate collaboration regarding activities
carried out in the State under this subchapter, and other
activities carried out in and by the State that are designed
to benefit low-income children and families and to encour-
age Head Start agencies to collaborate with entities in-

volved in State and local planning processes (including the
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State lead agency administering the financial assistance
under the Child Care and Development Block Grant Act
of 1990 and the entities that provide child care resource
and referral services in the State) in order to better meet
the needs of low-income children and their families.
“(C) In order to improve results for children, a State
that receives a grant under subparagraph (B) shall—
“(i) appoint an individual to serve as the State
Director of Collaboration between—
“(I) the appropriate regional office of the
Administration for Children and Families;
“(IT) the State educational agency;
“(ITI) the State Department of Health and
Human Services;
“(IV) the State agency that oversees child
care;
“(V) the State agency that assists children
with developmental disabilities;
“(VI) the State Head Start Association;
“(VII) the State network of child care re-
source and referral agencies;
“(VIII) local educational agencies;
“(IX) community-based and faith-based or-

ganizations;
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“(X) representatives of migrant and sea-
sonal Head Start programs located in the
State;

“(XT) representatives of Indian Head Start
programs located in the State;

“(XTII) State and local providers of early
childhood education and child care, including
providers with experience serving children with
limited English proficiency; and

“(XTIII) other entities carrying out pro-
orams serving low-income children and families
in the State;

“(11) ensure that the State Director of Collabo-
ration holds a position with sufficient authority and
access to ensure that the collaboration described in
subparagraph (B) is effective and involves a range
of State agencies;

“(i11) involve the entities described in section
clause (1) to develop a strategic plan for the coordi-
nated outreach to identify eligible children and im-
plementation strategies based on a needs assessment
conducted by the Office of the State Director of Col-
laboration which shall include an assessment of the
availability of high quality prekindergarten services

for low-income children in the State. Such assess-
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ment shall be completed within one year after the
date of enactment of the ‘School Readiness Act of
2005 and be updated on an annual basis and shall
be made available to the general public within the
State;

“(iv) ensure that the collaboration described in
subparagraph (B) involves coordination of Iead
Start services with health care, welfare, child care,
child protective services, education, and community
service activities, family literacy services, activities
relating to children with disabilities (including co-
ordination of services with those State officials who
are responsible for administering part C and section
619 of the Individuals with Disabilities Education
Act), and services for homeless children (including
coordination of services with the Office of Coordi-
nator for HKEducation of Homeless Children and
Youth designated under section 722 (g)(1)(J)(i) of
the Kinney-Veto Homeless Assistance Act of 2001
(42 U.S.C. 11432(2)(1)(J)(1));

“(v) consult with the chief State school officer,
local educational agencies, and representatives of
local Head Start agencies and providers of early
childhood education and care in unified planning re-

carding early care and education services at both the
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State and local levels, including collaborative efforts
to develop school readiness standards; and
“(vi) consult with the chief State school officer,
local educational agencies, State child care adminis-
trators, State human services administrators, rep-
resentatives of local child care resource and referral
agencies, local early childhood councils, providers of
early childhood education and care and other rel-
evant State and local agencies, and representatives
of the State Head Start Associations to plan for the
provision of full-working-day, full calendar year early
care and education services for eligible children with
working parents who have a demonstrated need.”;
(C) in subparagraph (D)(i) by inserting
“and providers of services supporting early
childhood education and child care” after ““As-
sociations’; and
(D) by amending paragraph (6)(A) to read
as follows:

“(A) From amounts reserved and allotted pursuant

to paragraphs (2) and (4), the Secretary shall use, for
orants for programs described in section 645A(a) of this
subchapter, a portion of the combined total of such
24 amounts equal to at least 10 percent for each of the fiscal

25 years 2006 through 2011, of the amount appropriated
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pursuant to section 639(a), except as provided in subpara-
oraph (B).”.

(b) SERVICE DELIVERY MODELS.—Section 640(f) of

the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9835(f)) is amended by
inserting before the period at the end the following: *; in-
cluding models that leverage the existing capacity and ca-
pabilities of the delivery system of early childhood edu-
cation and child care’’;

(¢) MAINTENANCE OF SERVICE LEVELS.—Section
640(2)(2) of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9835(2)(2))
is amended—

(1) by striking “For purposes of expanding
Head Start programs, in”” and inserting “in’’;

(2) by amending subparagraph (C) to read as
follows:

“(C) the extent to which the applicant has un-
dertaken community-wide strategic planning and
needs assessments involving other community orga-
nizations and Federal, State, and local public agen-
cies serving children and families (including organi-
zations and agencies providing family support serv-
ices and protective services to children and families
and organizations serving families in whose homes

communities.

“(C) The Secretary shall publish a notification of the
consultations in the Federal Register prior to conducting
the consultations.

“(D) A detailed report of each consultation shall be
prepared and made available, on a timely basis, to all trib-
al governments receiving funds under this subchapter.”.

(f) ENROLLMENT OF HOMELESS CHILDREN.—Sec-
tion 640 of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9835) is
amended by adding at the end the following:

“(1) the quality and extent of the out-
reach, recruitment, and community needs
assessment conducted by such agency;

“(i1) changing demographics, mobility
of populations, and the identification of
new underserved low-income populations;

“(i11) facilities-related issues that may
impact enrollment;

“(iv) the ability to provide full-day
programs, where needed, through Head

Start funds or through collaboration with
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entities carrying out other preschool or
child care programs, or programs with
other funding sources (where available);
“(v) the availability and use by fami-
lies of other preschool and child care op-
tions (including parental care) in the local
catchment area; and
“(vi) agency management procedures
that may impact enrollment; and
“(C) provide timely and ongoing technical
assistance to each agency deseribed in subpara-
oraph (B) for the purpose of implementing the
plan described in such subparagraph.

“(4) IMPLEMENTATION.—Upon receipt of the
technical assistance described in paragraph (3)(C), a
Head Start agency shall immediately implement the
plan described in paragraph (3)(B).

“(5) SECRETARIAL ACTION FOR CONTINUED
UNDER-ENROLLMENT.—If, 1 year after the date of
implementation of the plan described in paragraph
(3)(B), the Head Start agency continues to operate
a program at less than full enrollment, the Secretary
shall, where determined appropriate, continue to

provide technical assistance to such agency.

“(ITI) demonstrate that the agen-

SEC. 9. POWERS AND FUNCTIONS OF HEAD START AGEN-
CIES.

(a) QUALIFICATIONS FOR DESIGNATION.—Section
642(b) of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9837(b)) 1s
amended to read as follows:

“(b) In order to be so designated, a Head Start agen-
¢y shall do all of the following:—

“(1) Establish a program with standards set
forth in section 641A(a)(1), with particular atten-

tion to the standards set forth in subparagraphs (A)

and (B) of such section.
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“(2) Demonstrate capacity to serve eligible chil-
dren with scientifically-based curricula and other
interventions that help promote the school readiness
of children participating in the program.

“(3) KEstablish effective procedures by which
parents and area residents concerned will be enabled
to directly participate in decisions that influence the
character of programs affecting their interests.

“(4) Establish an independent board of direc-
tors selected from among eligible individuals who
shall serve on the board for a period not to exceed
5 years. An individual who has a conflict of interest
i1s 1neligible to serve as a member of the board.
Members of the board shall include representatives
of the local community (including at least 1 member
with significant financial management or accounting
experience). Additional members shall be selected for
their expertise in education, business administration,
community affairs, government, legal affairs, and
such other areas of expertise as may contribute to
effective governance of the Head Start agency. All
members of the board shall receive training in the
management responsibilities and obligations, ethics,
and financial literacy and management, and shall

adopt practices that assure active, independent and
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informed governance of the IHead Start agency, in-
cluding independent oversight of the financial and
management practices of such agency. The board
shall operate as an entity independent of staff em-
ployed by the Head start agency, entity, or applicant
and have the following duties and responsibilities:

“(A) To provide independent oversight to
ensure that the Head Start agency is delivering
high quality services to children and families in
compliance with all applicable standards in ef-
fect under this subchapter and with the applica-
ble performance measures established by the
Secretary under section 644.

“(B) To establish 2 or more standing
councils to facilitate governance of the IHead
Start agency which shall include both of the fol-
lowing:

“(1) A finance council whose primary
responsibility shall be—

“(I) to approve annually the op-
erating budget of the Head Start
agency;

“(II) to review and recommend
to the board the selection or termi-

nation of independent auditors (or the
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extension of existing audit firm) at

least once every 4 years;

“(III) to review and advise the
board of the audit management letter
provided pursuant to the chapter 75
of title 31 of the United States Code,
and of any audit findings; and

“(IV) to monitor agency actions
to correct any such audit findings or
other actions necessary to comply with
applicable laws (including regulations)
eoverning financial statements and ac-
counting practices.

“(1) A policy council, a majority of
whose representatives shall be parents of
children participating in a Head Start pro-
oram or in an KEarly Head Start program,
or of children who participated in a Head
Start program or in an Early Head Start
program in the then most recent 5-year pe-
riod preceding the selection of the par-
ticular representative involved, and whose
primary responsibility shall be to serve as

a link between parents and the board of di-
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rectors and to make recommendations

on—

“(I) the strategic direction of the
program, including long and short-
term planning goals and objectives;

“(IT) program operation policies,
including  standards of conduct for
program staff and volunteers; and

“(III) activities to support the
active involvement of parents in sup-
porting program operations.

“(C) To approve the selection and dis-
missal of the Head Start director, and to review
annually the human resources available to en-
sure the effective operation of the Head Start
agency.

“(D) To review and approve the major
operational policies of the Head Start agency,
including policies addressing accounting, finan-
cial management, procurement, record confiden-
tiality, and personnel (including specific stand-
ards governing salaries, salary adjustments,
travel and per diem allowances, and other em-

ployee benefits).
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“(E) To ensure that the Head Start agen-
¢y 1is operated in compliance with applicable
Federal, State, and local laws (including regula-
tions), and to monitor agency implementation of
any corrective action necessary to comply with
applicable laws (including regulations);

“(F) To oversee the program planning of
the Head Start agency, including adoption of
the Head Start agency philosophy and mission
statement, adoption of policies for determining
community needs, setting long- and short-range
coals and objectives, establishment of criteria
for selecting families in Head Start programs
or Early Head Start programs, and to oversee
and approve the agency’s applications to receive
funds made available under this subchapter;
and

“(G) To establish, adopt, and periodically
update a written ‘Standards of Conduct’ that
establishes standards and procedures for dis-
closing and addressing conflicts of interest, and
the appearance of conflicts of interest, by board
members, officers, employees, consultants, and
agents who provide services or furnish goods to

the Head Start agency.
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“(5) Seek the involvement of parents, area resi-
dents, and local business in the desien and imple-
mentation of the program.

“(6) Provide technical and other support need-
ed to enable parents and area residents to secure on
their own behalf available assistance from public and
private sources.

“(7) Establish effective procedures to facilitate
the mvolvement of parents of participating children
in activities designed to help such parents become
full partners in the education of their children, and
to afford such parents the opportunity to participate
in the development and overall conduct of the pro-
oram at the local level.

“(8) Conduct outreach to schools in which
Head Start children enroll, local educational agen-
cies, the local business community, community-based
organizations, faith-based organizations, museums,
and libraries to generate support and leverage the
resources of the entire local community in order to
improve school readiness.

“(9) Offer (directly or through referral to local
entities, such as entities carrying out Even Start
programs under subpart 3 of part B of title I of the

Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965

pating children, family literacy services and par-
enting skills training.

“(10) Offer to parents of participating children
substance abuse counseling (either directly or
through referral to local entities), including informa-
tion on drug-exposed infants and fetal alcohol syn-
drome.

“(11) At the option of such agency, offer (di-
rectly or through referral to local entities), to such
parents—

“(A) training in basic child development
(including cognitive development);

“(B) assistance in developing literacy and
communication skills;

“(C) opportunities to share experiences
with other parents (including parent-mentor re-
lationships);

“(D) regular in-home visitation; or

“(E) any other activity designed to help
such parents become full partners in the edu-
cation of their children.

“(12) Provide, with respect to each partici-
pating family, a family needs assessment that in-

cludes consultation with such parents about the ben-
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efits of parent involvement and about the activities
described in paragraphs (5) through (8) in which
such parents may choose to be involved (taking into
consideration their specific family needs, work sched-
ules, and other responsibilities).

“(13) Consider providing services to assist
younger siblings of children participating in its Head
Start program to obtain health services from other
sources.

“(14) Perform community outreach to encour-
age individuals previously unaffiliated with Head
Start programs to participate in its Head Start pro-
oram as volunteers.

“(15)(A) Inform custodial parents in single-par-
ent families that participate in programs, activities,
or services carried out or provided under this sub-
chapter about the availability of child support serv-
ices for purposes of establishing paternity and ac-
quiring child support; and

“(B) refer eligible parents to the child support
offices of State and local governments.

“(16) To the extent practicable, communicate

in the language that parents can understand.”.
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(b) COORDINATION AND COLLABORATION.—Section
642(¢) of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9837(¢)) is
amended to read as follows:

“(e) The head of each Iead Start agency shall co-
ordinate and collaborate with the State agency responsible
for administering the State program carried out under the
Child Care and Development Block Grant Act of 1990 (42
U.S.C. 9858 et seq.), and other early childhood education
and development programs, including programs under
subtitle B of title VII of the McKinney-Vento Homeless
Assistance Act (42 U.S.C. 11431-11435), Even Start pro-
orams under subpart 3 of part B of title I of the Elemen-
tary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C.
2741 et seq.), and programs under Part C and section
619 of the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (20
U.S.C. 1431-1445, 1419), and the Child Abuse Preven-
tion and Treatment Act (42 U.S.C. 5106a), serving the
children and families served by the Head Start agency to
carry out the provisions of this subchapter.”.

(¢) OTHER COORDINATION.—Section 642(d) of the
Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9837(d)) is amended—

(1) by redesignating paragraphs (2) through

(4) as paragraph (5) through (7), respectively;

(2) by inserting after paragraph (1) the fol-

lowing:
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“(2) COORDINATION.—

“(A) LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCY.—In
communities where both public prekindergarten
programs and Head Start programs operate, a
Head Start agency shall collaborate and coordi-
nate activities with the local educational agency
or other public agency responsible for the oper-
ation of the prekindergarten program and pro-
viders of prekindergarten, including outreach
activities to identify eligible children.

“(B) ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS.—Head Start

staff shall, with the permission of the parents
of children enrolled in Head Start programs,
regularly communicate with the elementary
schools such children will be attending—

“(1) to share information about such
children;

“(i1) to receive advice and support
from the teachers in such elementary
schools participating in  Early Reading
First programs funded under subpart 1 of
part B of title I of the Elementary and
Secondary Education Act of 1965 regard-
ing scientifically based teaching strategies

and options; and
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“(i11) to ensure a smooth transition to
elementary school for such children.

“(C) OTHER PROGRAMS.—The head of
each Head Start agency shall coordinate activi-
ties and collaborate with the State agency re-
sponsible for administering the State program
carried out under the Child Care and Develop-
ment Block Grant Act of 1990 (42 U.S.C. 9858
et seq.), and other entities carrying out early
childhood education and development programs,
programs under subtitle B of title VII of the
MeKinney-Vento Homeless Assistance Act (42
U.S.C. 11431-11435), Even Start programs
under subpart 3 of part B of title I of the Ele-
mentary and Secondary Education Act of 1965
(20 U.S.C. 6381 et seq.), and programs under
section 619 and part C of the Individuals with
Disabilities Education Act (20 U.S.C 1419,
1431 et seq.), serving the children and families
served by the Head Start agency.

“(3) COLLABORATION.—A Head Start agency

shall take steps to coordinate activities with the local
educational agency serving the community involved

and with schools in which children participating in
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a Head Start program operated by such agency will
enroll following such program, including—

“(A) collaborating on the shared use of
transportation and facilities;

“(B) collaborating to enhance the effi-
cliency of services while increasing the program
participation of underserved populations of eli-
oible children; and

“(C) exchanging information on the provi-
sion of noneducational services to such children.
“(4) PARENTAL INVOLVEMENT.—In order to

promote the continued involvement of the parents of
children that participate in Head Start programs in
the education of their children upon transition to
school, the Head Start agency shall work with the
local educational agency—

“(A) to provide training to the parents—

“(1) to inform the parents about their
rights and responsibilities concerning the
education of their children; and

“(i1) to enable the parents—

“(I) to understand and work with
schools in order to communicate with

teachers and other school personnel;
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“(IT) to support the schoolwork
of their children; and
“(IIT) to participate as appro-
priate in decisions relating to the edu-
cation of their children; and
“(B) to take other actions, as appropriate
and feasible, to support the active imvolvement
of the parents with schools, school personnel,
and school-related organizations.”’;

(3) in paragraph (5), as so redesignated—

(A) by striking “A” and inserting “Each’;
(B) by striking “may”’ and inserting

“shall”’;

(C) by striking “and” at the end of sub-
paragraph (A); and

(D) by redesignating subparagraph (B) as
subparagraph (C); and

(E) by inserting after subparagraph (A)
the following:

“(B) collaborating to increase the program par-
ticipation of underserved populations of eligible chil-
dren; and”’; and

(4) by adding at the end the following:

“(8) Head Start agencies shall implement a research-

25 based early childhood curricula that promotes young chil-
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dren’s school readiness in the areas of language and cog-
nitive development, early reading and premathematics
skills, socio-emotional skills, physical development, and ap-
proaches to learning. Such curricula shall be—

“(A) based on scientifically based research and
have standardized training procedures and published
curriculum materials to support implementation; and

“(B) comprehensive, outcomes based, and
linked to ongoing assessment with instructional
coals and measurable objectives.

“(9) Head Start agencies shall use ongoing, research-
based assessment methods that are developmentally ap-
propriate, culturally and linguistically responsive, and tied
to children’s daily activities in order to support the edu-
cational instruction of children in the program, including
language skills, prereading knowledge and premathematics
knowledge. Assessment instruments shall be those de-
signed and validated for making decisions about teaching
and learning and aligned with the program’s curricula and
Section 641A(a)(1).

“(10) For the purpose of meeting the performance
standards, Head Start agencies shall use high-quality re-
search-based developmental sereening tools that have been

demonstrated to be standardized, reliable, valid, and accu-
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rate for children from a range of racial, ethnie, linguistic,
and cultural backgrounds.”.

(d) ASSESSMENT.—Section 642 of the Head Start
Act (42 U.S.C. 9837) is amended by striking subsection
(e) and inserting the following:

“(e) ASSESSMENT.—Each Head Start agency shall
adopt, in consultation with experts in child development
and with classroom teachers, an assessment to be used
when hiring or evaluating any classroom teacher in a cen-
ter-based Head Start program. Such assessment shall
measure whether such teacher has mastered the functions
described in section 648A(a)(1) and attained a level of lit-
eracy appropriate to implement Head Start curricula.

“(f) FUNDED ENROLLMENT; WAITING LisT.—Each
Head Start agency shall enroll 100 percent of its funded
enrollment and maintain an active waiting list at all times
with ongoing outreach to the community and activities to
identify underserved populations.”.

SEC. 10. LOCAL AND STATE INTEGRATION OF EARLY
CHILDHOOD EDUCATION.
The Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9831 et. seq.) is

amended by inserting after section 642A the following:
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“SEC. 642B. LOCAL AND STATE INTEGRATION OF EARLY

CHILDHOOD EDUCATION.

“(a) LocAL INTEGRATION.—In general, Head Start
agencies shall enter into ongoing partnerships with local
educational agencies, State-funded preschool and other
early childhood programs. Head Start agencies shall oper-
ate In a manner consistent with the goal of creating and
expanding an efficient and effective system of early child-
hood and school readiness services in each State and com-
munity, while maintaining compliance with Standards
under section 641A(a).

“(1) MEMORANDA OF UNDERSTANDING.—Each

Head Start agency shall enter into a memorandum
of understanding with any local educational agencies
or local councils, responsible for managing publicly
funded prekindergarten programs in the service area
of the Head Start agency (or if such agencies and
such councils are not applicable in the service area,
with the largest provider of publicly funded pre-
kindergarten in the service area), that shall include
plans to coordinate the following activities:

“(A) Educational activities, curricula, and
instruction aligned to State developed K-12
academic standards, as defined by paragraphs
(1) and (5) of section 1111(b) of the Elemen-

tary and Secondary Education Act of 1965.
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“(B) Public information dissemination and
access to programs for families contacting any
of the early childhood programs.

“(C) Selection priorities for eligible chil-
dren to be served by programs.

“(D) Service delivery areas.

“(E) Staff training, including opportunities
for joint staff training on topics such as aca-
demic content standards and instructional
methods.

“(F) Program technical assistance.

“(G) Provision of additional services to
meet the child care needs of working parents.

“(H) Planning and parent education for
smooth transitions to kindergarten as required
in section 642A(3) and 642A(6).

“(I) Provision and use of facilities, trans-
portation, and other program elements, and

“(J) Other elements mutually agreed to by
the parties to such memorandum.

“(2) TIMING OF MEMORANDA—Each Head
Start agency shall enter into a memorandum of un-
derstanding under paragraph (1) not later than 1

yvear after the effective date of this section.
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“(3) SECRETARIAL REVIEW.—Each memo-

randum of understanding entered into under para-
oraph (1) shall be submitted to the Secretary not
later than 30 days after entering into such memo-

randum.

“(A) If a Head Start agency is unable to
comply with the requirement in (1) the Iead
Start agency shall notify the Secretary and the
chief executive officer of the State not later
than 30 days after determining that they are
unable to enter into such memorandum. The
Secretary, in cooperation with the State Early
Learning Council and the State Director of
Head Start Collaboration, shall evaluate the
causes of failure to enter into a memorandum
of understanding under paragraph (1). With
the assistance of the State Early Learning
Council and the State Director of Head Start
Collaboration, all parties shall again attempt to
enter into a memorandum of understanding
under paragraph (1). Then if no such memo-
randum of understanding is entered into, the
Secretary shall make 1 of the following deter-

minations:
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“(i) The local educational agency,
local council, or other appropriate entity is
unable or unwilling to enter into such a
memorandum despite reasonable efforts on
the part of the Head Start agency; or

“(i1) The Head Start agency has not
engaged in reasonable efforts to success-
fully negotiate and enter into a memo-
randum of understanding pursuant to
paragraph (1).

“(i11) There is an absence of publicly
funded prekindergarten in the service area
of the Head Start agency.

“(B) If the Secretary determines the Head

Start agency is not making reasonable efforts
to enter into a memorandum of understanding
pursuant to paragraph (1), the Head Start
agency shall be found deficient and shall be
considered by the Secretary in the same manner

as other deficiency findings.

“(C) If the Secretary concludes that the

local educational agency, local council, or other
appropriate entity is not making reasonable ef-

forts to reach such a memorandum of under-
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standing, the Head Start agency shall not be
found out of compliance with paragraph (1).
“(4) REVISION OF MEMORANDA—Each memo-
randum of understanding shall be revised and re-
newed annually by the parties to such memorandum,
in alignment with the beginning of the school year.
“(5) ABSENCE OF PREKINDERGARTEN.—In the
absence of publicly funded prekindergarten in the
service area of a Head Start agency, the Head Start
agency shall submit notice to the Secretary and the
chief executive officer of the State and shall work
with the State Early Learning Council and the State

Director of Head Start Collaboration to improve co-

ordination in their service area.

“(b) STATEWIDE INTEGRATION.—FTrom the amounts
reserved and allotted in section 640(a)(4) and the
amounts reserved in section 640(a)(2)(C)(11), the Seec-
retary shall award an early learning collaboration grant
to each State for the purposes of supporting a State Early
Learning Council responsible for advancing the develop-
ment of a coordinated early childhood services delivery sys-
tem in the State. A State that receives a grant under this
subparagraph shall—

“(1) establish a State Early Learning Council,

which shall include the State Director of Head Start
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Collaboration, representatives from the State pre-
school programs, representatives of local educational
agencies, the State official who oversees child care
programs, the State official who oversees section 619
and part C of the Individuals with Disabilities Edu-
cation Act (20 U.S.C. 1419, 1431 et seq.), and rep-
resentatives from Head Start agencies located in the
State, including migrant and seasonal Head Start
programs and Indian Head Start programs. The
chief executive officer of the State may designate an
existing entity to serve as the Early Learning Coun-
cil if such entity includes representatives described
in this paragraph;

“(2) ensure that allotted funds distributed to a
State for a fiscal year to carry out this subsection
may be used by the State to pay not more than 30
percent of the cost of carrying out this subsection;

“(3) direct the Early Learning Council—

“(A) to increase coordination and collabo-
ration among State preschool, Head Start pro-
orams, child care programs, early childhood
special education, and other early childhood
programs, including in the areas of outcomes
and standards, technical assistance, coordina-

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall use
funds allocated in section 640(a)(2)(C)(i1) to con-
tract with the National Academy of Sciences for the
Board on Children, Youth, and Families of the Na-
tional Research Council to establish an independent
panel of experts which shall review and synthesize
research, theory and applications in the social, be-
havioral and biological sciences and shall make ree-
ommendations on early childhood pedagogy with re-

card to each of the following:
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“(A) Age and developmentally appropriate
Head Start academic requirements and out-
comes, including the domains in 641A(a)(B).

“(B) Differences in the type, length, mix
and intensity of services necessary to ensure
that children from challenging family and social
backgrounds including: low-income children,
children of color, children with special needs,
and children with limited English proficiency
enter kindergarten ready to succeed.

“(C) Appropriate assessments of young
children (including systematic observation as-
sessment in a child’s natural environment, and
parent and provider interviews) for purposes of
Improving instruction, services, and program
quality, and accommodations for children with
disabilities and appropriate assessments for
children with special needs (including needs re-
lated to the acquisition of the English lan-
ouage).

“(2) CoMPOSITION.—The panel shall consist of

multiple experts in each of the following areas:

“(A) Child development and education, in-

cluding cognitive, social, emotional, physical,
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approaches to learning, and other domains of

child development and learning.

“(B) Professional development, including
teacher preparation, to individuals who teach
young children in programs.

“(C) Assessment of young children, includ-
ing screening, diagnostic and classroom-based
instructional assessment; children with special
needs, ncluding children with disabilities and
limited English proficient children.

“(3) TimminG.—The National Academy of
Sciences and the Board shall establish the panel not
later than 90 days after the date of the enactment
of the School Readiness Act of 2005. The panel shall
complete 1ts recommendations within 18 months of
its convening.

“(4) APPLICATION OF PANEL REPORT REC-
OMMENDATIONS.—The recommendations of the
panel shall be used as guidelines by the Secretary to
develop, inform and revise, where appropriate, the
Head Start education performance measures and
standards and the assessments utilized in the Head

Start program.”.
